"While tht producers 
of various classes 02" iron and steel 
"products have been intiniating that 
advancing costs might furnish basis 
for increasing the set prices, there has 


"been no complaint on the part of coke 


producers with respect to 
the

prices of \coke. 


Coke prices come up in an interest- 


ing way, however, in the discussion of 
pig iron prices. Some furnaces have 
cited their high cost of pip iron pro- 
duction as a reason why the govern- 
ment prices on pig iron should be 
advanced, and in some of th«

53.25. 
While a numtter of furnaces 


are paying from $8 00 to ?9.00 for 
coke, on contracts made for the pres-
